MEND YOUR BROKEN CHINA.

One of my friends told me slit* had 
been successful in mending several 
pieces of old china which were treas­ 
ured heirlooms with plaster of paris 
and gum arabic. 
Make a thick solu­ 
tion of gum arabic and water and into 
it put tile plaster until the m ixture be 
comes a paste. 
This is applied to the 
edges of the china, which are pressed 
firmly together. 
I tried it on my tray, and it worked 
like magic. 
The solution is white, so 
that it docs not show like glue, and, 
best of all. it makes such a strong joint 
that they tell me th at the article never 
breads again the same place.—Philadel­ 
phia Ledger.

W e, the grand jurors, having been 
duly enopanelad and instructed by 
your honor concerning our duties, set 
to work to investigate all violations 
of the law com ing to our attention and 
notice; aud have now been in session 
nine days and have examined about 
one hundred and fifty witnesses from 
the various parts of the county. 
After a thorough investigation and 
search for violations within the bor­ 
ders of our county, we have only re­ 
turned into court fourteen bills, two 
felonies and twelve misdemeanors, 
which is possibly the least number of 
bills that bas been returned by any 
grand jury of Wise county, and which 
fact speaks the highest praise of our 
excellent citizenship. 
This fact, in 
particular, speaks very highly for 
our prosecuting officers and peace offi­ 
cers, evidencing their dilligence in 
handling and ferreting out the misde­ 
meanor cases in the proper courts 
without burdening the grand jury with 
the duty of investigating them, and 
at the same time saving the county 
the expense of having the grand jury 
in session for a long period of time, 
both before and after Xmas, investi­ 
gating such cases. 
We have examined oui* court house, 
jail and poorfarm, and find that some 
much needed repair work is being 
done on the court house and jai!, but 
find that me roof of the jail is in very 
b u l condit’on and that ‘bewater from 
the recent rains is coming through the 
roof and melting the cement and ruin­ 
ing the paper on the inside of the jail 
and that the water is collecting on 
the floors of the building, making it 
very unhealthful for the prisoners en­ 
tertained therein. 
We recommend to 
Che court that our commissioners be 
requested to make such repairs as 
will insure the safety and safeguard 
the health and well-being of the occu­ 
pants of the jail. 
We find Hie inmates off the poor 
farm well cared for and well pro­ 
vided for under the existing circum­ 
stances, but we find the a r r a n g e m e n t 
of the houses very unsanitary, both 
to the inmates and to the keeeper, 
they being arranged and located in 
such a manner that they cannot be 
cleansed properly and in such a way 
that the keeper gets the full benefit of 
the uncleanliness of these unfortu­ 
nates. 
We recommend to the court 
that the main house for the inmates 
be moved to the west of the keeper’s 
house and raised off the ground in 
order that it may be properly cleansed 
and 
disinfected at all reasonable 
times. 
We also recommend that the 
water tank at Die farm be enlarged so 
as to afford ample water for the in­ 
mate* . 
Having now com pie1 ed our labors 
we do now adjourn and ask the court 
that we be final iv discharged.

prosecution as aiding the principal o f­ 
fenders in the com m ission of a fel­ 
o n y ,” since it is a v io la tio n of the 
law for persons, linns o r c o rp o ra ­ 
tions residing out of the state to s o ­ 
licit orders for in to xicating liquors in 
dry territories of the state. 
The exact n a tu re of the ad v ertise­ 
ments which may be considered as el­ 
igible to classification as those so lic­ 
iting orders is not designated by the 
departm ent. 
W hile 'n o attem pt 
is 
m ade to define w hat constitutes solic­ 
iting orders, it is held th a t this is a 
question of fact to be ascertained in 
each p a rtic u la r ease. 
I t is pointed ou t th a t the A rk a n sa s 
supreme court h a s held th a t the p re s ­ 
ence of the c irc u la r o r advertisem ent 
of a soliciting n atu re is sufficient ev i­ 
dence to convict. 
As new spapers c a n ­

A strip of silver ex­ 
tends down the handle, and on this is 
engraved the name of P. J. Cleburne. 
The pistol became the property of the 
confederate camp Pat Cleburne No. 
88, which will have it attended to, 
and will keep it as a memento of the 
gallant general for whom both Cle 
burne and the camp are named.
